It is made of sheet iron, 
and so arrant;ed with pulleys, weights, 
and air chaiiibors that it wijl navigate the 
ocean at any depth below tho surface. 
By the aid (jf some newly-di.scoverod 
choiiiicals the balloonist is able to make 
air for broathing purposes at the rate of 
5000 cubic feet per each pound of cliem- 
icala. 

LyjiCHBUKo, Va.,May 1. — There was 
the greatest movement in manufactured 
tobacco here to-day ever recorded in tho 
history of the city. Nearly l?<')0,000

LONDON LETTERS. 

Effect of the Irish Convoation— No 
Hope for tho Dublia Prisoaors— 
Public Fooliagr Very 
Bittor. 

Ni:w YoKK, April 30 .— A London cable 
special to the "Sun" aaya the proceed- 
ings at Philadelphia occasioned genonil 
surprise, and greatly disappointed a num- 
ber of torios who have, of late, advocated 
severe methods of repression in Ireland. 
The meaning of the Philadelphia conven- 
tion, is that agitation, on consticutional 
grounds, is to be maintained with all pos- 
sible vigor, and with hearty support from 
Irish-.-\inericans, who, together with lead- 
ers of tho party here, ignore dynamite al- 
together, and even refuse to discuss it as 
an issue having any reference to tho af- 
fairs of Ireland. The landlord olasS iuH> 
greatly disappointed at what haa beefi 
done and look forward with dismay to the 
prospect of prolonged and effective agita- 
tion. 

TiiK citow.s ii.\s rniNiis rr.s ow.n way. 

The government ia greatly relieved by 
the conviction of Eagan, at Dublin. Tho 
disagreement of two juries in the case of 
Keily,aiid the conduct of some of the wit- 
nesses, lias caused a groat deal of uneasi- 
ness, and the belief was gaining ground 
that the intiuiidation of jurors and wit- 
nesses, anil the enipannolling of numerous 
sympathizers with the prisoners, would 
end in total defeat of the prosecution. 
'I'lie crown selected a jury to try Fagan 
with great care, making tifty-four per- 
emptory challenges, and excluding Catho- 
lics rigidly. The conHe<|Uonce was that 
the jury readily agreed on its verdict. 
Crown (dlicers slate that the two preced- 
ing juries contained friends of IvoUy.who 
were uledged to bring about a disagree- 
ment. Had Pagan's jury ^disagreed the 
government would have resorted to a spe- 
cial commission of judges, provided for in 
tlu; crimes act. Now, however, Kelly 
will bo tried over as often as may bo ne- 
cessary; but it is probable that ho will be 
c uivicted on the next occasion^ as tho 
present sj'stom of selecting a jury can 
liaidly fail to secure for tho government 
any kinil c f jury it wants.

The fo'lnig ill Dublin is extremely bit- 
ter on the subject, and it is doubtful if 
there would be any surprise- if the govern- 
ment did not resort to a commission of 
judges. There was undisguised exulta- 
tion over the faUure to convict Kelly|but 
the conviction of Fagaii was frantically 
deiiouncctl. It is condemned in many 
quarters that cannot be suspected of any 
sort of sympathy with tho Phcenix Park 
a.ssass!nB, bat among the lower olaaaostof 
Dublin it has excited a passiottate reaent- 
ineut that might easily lead to aerious 
consequences. 

NE"W BRUNST7I02 POLITICS. 

The Opijositioa Leader 'With&raws 
[His Notice of a Want of Oon- 
Monce Motion. 

Fuki)Eki(;tov, N.13., .April 19.' — An- 
other .sensation in local politics was 
given the public this afternoon when 
.Mr. A\'elniore, limder of tho (Jpposition, 
witliilri-\v tin; motion of want of confi- 
dence, notice of which he liatl given on 
.Monday last. He said ho was saiiafied 
the Government had' not the confidence 
of tho House, but he did not feel pre- 
pared to embarra.ss tho country by a 
dissolution at thi.s season. Hon. .Mr. 
lilair said the (Jovernnuuit was ready 
and jjrepared to take the voti; immedi- 
ately with ]ierfocL conlidenco in the r(;- 
suit.

BT LAYINa ON QP HANDS- 

AlloseA Ourea Effected by Br. F. 
Monck. 

Over MOO men and women crowded 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music last 
night to hear the "Rev. F. Jlumk, 
LL.D., F. A. S. ." who advertises himself 
as the "teiiehing and healing pastor," 
preach and to see him heal sick persons. 
Hundreds were turneil away from tht- 
doors before 7:30 u'clock, when he opoiied 
the meeting. He is an Englishman, with 
a long, dark beard and mustache, and 
hair that falls to his shoulders. His 
forearms are noticeably short. Ho was 
dressed in black and wore gold studs in 
his shirt front. lie read a number of 
selections from the bible, and preached a 
sermon in which he denounced a New 
York newspaper, and said that ho had 
cured the sight of a boy named KoUogg, 
who was cross-eyed, and had restored to 
health another boy who was taken from 
the hospital for treatment by laying on 
his (Monck'a) liands. Uo said tlio Christ- 
ian church and ministers wore under a 
fog of suporatition. 

At 9:10 o'clock several men went 
through the audienpe with small baskets 
and collected a few dollars in pennies and 
nickels. While the collection was being 
taken the doctor read a letter which ho 
said was sent him by Jeremiah M. Spring- 
steen of 49 Prince street, and whose 
name is given in the Brooklyn directory 
as that of a painter. The writer said he 
was an infidel, and didn't believe in the 
doctor, but wished to thank him for cur- 
ing hiu two sons. When tiie collection 
baskets had boon taken to the stage, per 
sons wore called on by the doctor to tes- 
tify to his cures of their ailments by the 
laying on of hands. A young woman 
who said she was Miss Jackson, stood 
upon the stage and said she was cured of 
gastric fever. Mrs. liougli, wlu) said she 
lived at No. 82!) Cumberland street, do - 
clarod she had been cured of rheumatism 
and paralysis. A man who said he was 
Stephen Hansen, of No. 386 Jay street, 
told how the doctor had cured his wife of 
a fever when aho was on her deathbed, by 
the use of a handkerchief which the doe- 
tor had given him. The doctor explained 
that these handkerchiefs, which he gives 
away to some and sells to others, some- 
times, he said, oa high aa $10 apiece, wore 
rendered effective by his touching them 
and praying over them. 

He next called upon the "sick people 
who had white tickets to stop forward and 
bo cured." Nearly 50 men, women and 
children at unco arose from seat.i on the 
stage and pressed around the speaker. 

"Remember," said he, addressing them, 
"the cure doesn't depend pn your faith. 
It ia I who have the faitii." Then ho 
added: "But I am but a cipher. It is 
Christ who ia the healer." 

After this speech he asked the audience 
to prayin ailonco ton seconds, while lie 
himself .silently prayed, kneeling at the 
table. VVhon ho rose he faced the first of 
the long row of patients, who said lie had 
rheumatism in his arm, and couldn't raise 
his hand above liis shoulder. The doc- 
tor struck the arm and raised it high in 
the air, saying, as he did so: 

"In the name of Jesus, rheumatism 
leave this man." 

The man immediately lifted his arm 
above his head and said, "I am cured. ' 

Many of the audience laughed at the 
suddenness of this proclamation of mir- 
aculous cure. They laughed again when 
the next person, who said ho was deaf, 
failed to acknowledge a euro after the 
doctor had blown into iiis ear. Monck 
turned angrily to tlie spectators and said : 
" It ia not necessary for you in the gal- 
leries to make fools of yourselves by 
laughing. It is necessary for this man to 
submit to a second treatment." 

Afterward ho pressed the eyes and 
chests and limbs of the rest of the crowd, 
and one after another of thom acknow- 
ledged that ho iiad been relieved instant- 
ly. The spectators contiimed their laugh- 
ter meantime, and began to leave the 
building rapidly and in large numbers. 
Then the doctor lumped the remainder of 
the sick. Ho made them all raise their 
hands, and, after commanding their ail- 
ments to vanish and touching and bless- 
ing their handkerchiefs, ho sent thom 
away.

Hon. Mr. Smithu took the opportunity 
t(j say he was in receipt of advice from 
Sir John A. ftlacdonald, to tiie otlect that 
all matters pending between the provin 
oial and Dominion governments would be 
settled to-day, and this evening or to- 
morrow he would be in a position to make 
the statement to the house that the public 
had been so long waiting for.

Mr. Wilson asked leave to withdraw the 
motion for the adoption uf the report uf 
this bill. Granted. 

LAKD ACT AMENDMRNT BILL. 

The report of this bill was adopted. 
Hon. Mr. Sniithe moved the now clause 

be read a first and second time. 

Mr. Orr thought the olauae gave great 
power; some of the land had been already 
applied for. The present application in- 
cluded the whole of Kootonay district. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that the clause 
only included the maraii lands. He 
thought it unlikely that any eoiiiijany 
should lease the whole of the Kootenay 
district. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Smithe the 
clause was added to the bill as clause 
six, 

Mr. Duck thought the boundaries were 
indefinite. 

Hon. >Ir. Smitho said the land applied 
for lay between the boundary liuo and the 
lake, about 10 or 15 miles. 

The clause was lead a third time and 
the bill passed. 

.MINKKAL ACT A.MP.NOMKNT BILL. 

Mr . Grant before moving' the adoption 
of the report said ho had an ainendiaont to 
move. The amendinont was droppeil. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the first clause 
bo struck out, and an alteration made by 
striking out the words after 1882, in 
clause 3, but he suggested the bill bo re- 
committed. 

The hmiso wont into committoo of the 
whole, Mr. Duck in the chair. 

Hon, Mr. Davie moved that clause one 
bo struck out. 

Carried. 

Ho then moved that clause 3 stand as 
follows : 

Any joint company incorporated under 
the "companies act, 1878," or under any 
law in force in this province relating to 
joint stock companies, shall bo entitled to 
all the rights and privileges of a free 
miner upon taking out a free miners cer- 
tificate. 

Mr. Orr thought that this would atl'ect 
the revenue. 

Hon. Mr. Davio defended the amend- 
ment. 

The amendment was carried. 
Clause four was then passed as fol- 
lows: 

The free miner's certificate to be grant- 
ed to a company shall be issued in ita cor- 
porate name, and every leave of absence 
record of mining interest.'! or dtlier minini,' 
property held by the saitl company , and 
every transfer and record thereof, shall 
be given or jiiade in the corporate name 
of the company. 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. 

Mr. Orr was asked by the speaker to 
move Ssv amendment of which he had 
given notice for to-morrow. 

Mr. Orr finally moved as clause 8 the 
following : 

"Any discoverer or party of discoverers 
of a mineral claim shall not bo compelled 
to expend the sum of $1000, aa provided 
for in section 6 of this act, but upon com- 
pletion of the survey of his discovery to 
the satisfaction of the chief commissioner 
of lands and works, shall bo entitled to a 
crown grant for such discovery." 

Tho hon. gentleman said the motion 
was made in the interest of free minors, 
and ho was sure it would promote mineral 
discovery. Miners wore often obliged to 
labor to obtain a few more supplies to go 
into the mountains with. 

Mr. Grant said tho whole of this mat- 
ter had been gone over the previous day. 
Ho was in favor of discoverors being re- 
warded, natwithstanding tho objections 
of the Attorney General, as discoverers 
were not gcTnerally capitalists, but poor 
men. He would support the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Orr said all discoveries had been 
made by individual enterprise. 

Mr. Cowan thought the clause inad- 
visable. Tlie great dilliculty wa.s to 
find paying discovories, and ho thought if 
it passed every claim would be taken up 
aa a discovery claim. 

Mr. Wilson said tho committee had de- 
cided against this principle. They had 
to oiler suflicient inducement to miners 
and at the same time prevent lands from 
being locked up. He reverted to early 
mining laws, and thought tho clause pro- 
poaed gave too much. Ho could not for- 
get tho views of his constituents. When 
the $6,000 was inserted in the act, he was 
outvoted as he wished a smaller sum, and 
now the amount had been reduced to 
$1,000 ho thought that enough. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe thought as the matter 
had already been decided by tho House, 
it would not reverse itadecisioii. Ho would 
support such a clause if he did not think 
areas would bo locked up after the 
crown grants had been issued. He would 
vote for the clause if the grant was con- 
ditionally issued, to the eU'oct that it 
should be perfected after a certain amount 
had been spent on the claim. Ho wimld 
gladly do this much in favor of prospec- 
tors, and they should hold a claim for 2 
or 3 years, and then if they had not 
worked the claim it should revert to the 
province, but if thqy had worked it a 
grant should be given. 

Mr. Galbraith spoke of tho difficulties 
in carrying such a clause. 

Mr. Orr was sorry there were not more 
practical miners in tho House ; most of 
them know a.s raucli about mining as the 
man in tho moon. 

The amendment was put and lost, 13 
to 9. 

Tho repoi;t of tlio commiitee was ad- 
opted and the third reading appointed for 
to-morrow. 

TBE'STUMPAOB BIIX. 

Mr. Orr asked the Attorney-General if 



he intended to bring in a stunipage bill 
this session. 

Hon. Mr Davie said ho had a bill pre- 
pared and was willing to shew u copy of 
the draft to tho hon. meiuber, but he had 
found it a very difficult matter to deal 
with. 

Mr. Armstrong said the bill had been 

promised. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho ([uestion was 
a very important one, but the government 
found it dithcult to frame a satisfactory 
measure, and in Consequence of other 
work they had not been able to give tiie 
matter the time it demanded. 'I'lio rea- 
son tho bill iiad not boon brou^'ht in was 
the members of the government wore not 
quite aatistied witli it. The ob- 
ject was to raise a rovonue on one hand 
and protect tiio timber on tho other. Tho 
question had many ditl'erent bearings, and 
there were many varieties of timber to bo 
dealt with, and a stumpago tax on largo 
trees would not apply to trees suitable for 
otiier purposes, such as cordwood. Then 
tiiore were the timber leases to be consid- 
ered and hiiw far they would prevent tho 
operation of such an act, but lie thought 
"the government had pnwer to iiupi.so a 
ta.x on these lands. l iuier these cii'cutii- 
stances, though the government were 
anxious to intr iduce the measure, it would 
bo better to take more time, oven if the 
matter had to be postponed for another 
session. 

lion. Mr. Beaven said the bill had 
been promised, and tho Attoniey-( ienoral 
cuuld not hope to please every member in 
the IJdUso. He did not think he would 
be able to introducii such a bill this aos- 
when ho undertook the task. 

Mr. Drake thought that under the cir- 
cumstances it was highly desirable that 
further time should W- taken to ileal with 
the matter. 

'I'he House adjourned till two o'cinok 
o'clock fco-niurrow.

Mr. John .^leAlli^ltl■r aiiivoil in this 
city Fo-day from .Seymour Narrow.s. 
lie n!]iort.s tin; burning of the steamer 
(irap[)ler within four mili-.s of Sovniour 
Narrow.s oil Sunday iiigiit at lOo'clorl;. 
Tho fire wa.s tir.sl su.spcctod liy tliu cn- 
giiieer, from llio |jrt'.sence of .smoke and 
ainell. lie reported immediately to the 
captain. All tliu pu.sseiigerH, about 100 
ia number and priin.'i|jaily (Jliiiianicn, 
were in bed. immediate aeareli w.i.-, 
m.ide below by the captain ns.sistc'd bv 
the oiigiiiem-, the ])ur.scr and John .Mr 
Alli.st.ei-. He being .satislied that ilic 
lire was at tiio back of the boiler eou- 
ni'ctiun.s, (lie eiiginoer started tin; ilon- 
kfv and conncctod the hose. 

ISy this time the passengers were 
getting out of bed, and the exeitemunt 
among them was inti'iiso. Mr. McAl- 
ILster remained bulow until ho .saw the 
tire, which had tukon hold of tho hulk- 
head and caii.a.s. lie then ran on 
deck lu.d railed for buckets, and advistnl 
the captain 10 beach the vetwei at once. 
The captain orderetl Pilot Franklvii m 
head the ves.sol for the X'anconvcr 
shore. 'I'lie ]ia.s.songor.s were .so excited 
that they bi'g:iii crowding into ihi; 
boats, which were onvehjpcn in a chaul 
smoke. The shritik.s of the C'liiiiaiiieii 
were terrible. MoAllistur then went 
aft to clear four skitt's of his own, 
w bich were also being crowded by the 
Chinamen, who were still yelling like 
demons. The .steamer being under- 
way and tlif! .smoke jja.ssing aft caused 
so much excitement in the stern that 
it was difljcult if not impossible to 
launch the boats. One boat iMcAllis 
ter launcberl and a Cbinanian and a 
white man got into it, McAllister 
jumping into the water and climbing 
into his boat immediately afterwards, 
There were no oars in the boat, but 
Valde/. Island being tho nearest .slion,' 
McAllister sculled bisjboat bv ine.ins of 
a broom and a bamboo cane towards 
it. By the time they had got half 
way to lilt! island they saw that the 
steamer had become uninanageal jIo, by 
the burning of her wheel-rojx-s, and 
had changed her course for th(! X'aldi-z 
side. She passed iMcAUister in his 
boat at a sliort distance anil turned 
again when near the \'aldez shore, 
where a number of the passeiigerH 
plunged overboard. McAllister picked 
up live or .six men, tho jjurser anil a 
maji named Kowe being of the number, 
and two or three Chinamen. One of 
the Chiniiineii was supporting hirnsiilf 
on a board. This board McAllister 
split in two and made into paddles, 
which were used by himself and an- 
other man to good advantage after- 
ward.s. In the meantime the Hteainnr 
kept going backwards tiiid forwards in 
an erratic manner, the passengers 
shrieking and yelling for a.ssistanee 
and the tlames spreading rapidly over 
the ves.sel, Having landed those pick- 
ed up, McAllister then proceeded, 
guided by the lights, towards where 
th(! st(;amer had nmde her last turn on 
the Valih'z side. 1'hey- picked up a 
Chinaman, ti Siwash, Steele, the en- 
gineer, and several other »vhite men, 
making about a boat load, and although 
McAllister was loath to go ashore 
from the shriekH which were being in 
ce.ssaut!y given from thSsie around, dis 
crelion coniijelli^d him, his boat being 
full, to put to shore again. 

As he had terrible hard work 
to land this time, being exceedingly 
close to the narrows and the tide in 
creasing rapidly, he did not consider it 
safe to ventun; out again, but lit a 
lire to warm those who were half dead 
with the cold, some imving been up- 
wards of aji liour in the water. 

By this time, the ateamer'.s engine 
hud stopped, and catching in an eddy 
she grounded at a |)oint near Duncan 
Bav close to the Vancouver shore. 
She was wrapped in flames from stem 
to stern, several slight explosions tak- 
ing place at intervals. She burnt f(jr 
several hours and at daylight no signs 
of the steanier could be sei;n. 

( )ne boat thrown from the steamer 
turned bottom up, and the ship's hu g 
est boat filled in launching from some 
bungling in the slacking of the forward 
tackle. The steamer's small boat was 
successfully launched and ])icked uj> 
the mate and .several others, all while 
men, names unknown to McAllister. 
Hinith, the mate, bad fallen overboard, 
having been knocked over. 

At break of day Smith, in the ship's 
boat, proceeded to the \'ancouver 
shore in search of any who might have 
been saved. In the meantime AIcAI- 
lister proceeded to Uclatawa camp at 
Capo iMudge to procure paddles, oars 
and provisions. Here he met John 
Dick,* A. Mayor of Nanaimo and Mc- 
Phie, a trader from Comox. They im- 
mediately sent Indians in canoes to 



bring the survivors to the camp, Mo- 
Phie preparing food for them on their 

arrival. 

McAllister then left for Nanairao. 
a strong .southeast wind prevented hi.s 
arrival here before Wednesday uigbt. 

The cajitain was last seen in the wa-. 
ter in mid-current with a life-preserver 
on. Poor h'ranklyii was not seen ex- 
cept inthe piloc hou.se, where he was 
hiiroically doing hi.^ duty. He might 
have e.scaped to the Vancouver side, 
but McAllister entertains very littio 
liope of any having boon saved on that 
side. He left for Cape Mudge before 
the ship's boat Imdjreturned. He puts 
the less down at 50 live.s, the lowest 
figure.
